1. Claims 1-38 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: no prior art has been 
found to teach, disclose, or fairly suggest a heat and pressure consolidated laminate, comprising 
in superimposed relationship, a core layer impregnated with a thermosetting resin to bond the 
layers together or a decorative layer consisting essentially of leather; in combination with all of 
the other limitations in claim 1, 7, 26, 34, or 37. The examiner is relying on page 7, 2 nd 
paragraph, and page 8, l st -3 rd paragraphs, as the basis for allowance. 

3. The claims are also allowed due to the Terminal Disclaimer timely filed on 1 1/09/2009. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the
